his body. 
He was taken to his house in Pleasant street, 
fhe other, O ’Brien, w«* dreadfully mangled, and was 
immediately conveyed to the Hospital, where he expir- 
ea tn anoul fifteen minutes. 
W e understand that Mr 
Cullman was deranged, and has attempted several times 
to destroy himself—once by cutting his throat. 


It was the dirt-carts, and not the passcnger-cars 
which occasioned the disaster ; they were going at a 
very moderate rate, and no blame is attached to any 
one concerned.
